Pizza,  introduced  in  this  coun- 
try by  early  Italian  immigrants, 
has  become  a national  snack  fav- 
orite. 

But  Jerry  looks  up  from  his 
oven  to  point  out  that  pizza  is 
another  Roman  heritage. 

"A  Roman  soldier’s  cook  served 
him  a dish  with  a layer  of  dough 
covered  by  meat  and  sauce,”  he 
explains.  “The  soldier  liked  it  so 
much  he  wanted  it  at  every  meal 
and  dubbed  it  ‘pizza’  after  his 
cook,  Pizius.” 

EVERY  PIZZERIA  has  its  own 
variations  but  the  basic  product 
is  closely  related  to  that  hot 
crusty  creation  of  Pizius. 

The  Criscuolos,  selected  to  give 
a national  demonstration  in  pizza- 
making on  a television  show 
(“You  Asked  for  It”,  say  the  fav- 
orite topping  is  a combination  of 
salami,  mushrooms,  mozzarella 
cheese,  seasoned  solid-pack  toma 
toes  and  a sprinkling  of  Parmesan 
cheese. 

For  a pizza  dough  that  comes 
out  soft  and  golden  brown,  Jerry 
crumbles  one-half  yeast  cake  in 
three-fourths  cup  of  warm  water. 
Then  he  directs: 

Add  one-fourth  cup  cream, 
one  teaspoon  salt  and  stir  until 
dissolved.  Add  three  cups  flour 
to  make  a soft  dough  and  mix 
well. 

Knead  lightly  on  floured  board. 
Allow  to  rise  until  nearly  doub- 
led in  bulk;  turn  on  floured 
board  and  knead  until  smooth. 
Divide  into  three  parts,  flatten 
and  stretch  to  cover  a nine-inch 
pan.  Brush  with  olive  oil,  cover 


Spread  with  sauce  and  bake. 

Although  Jerry  bakes  his  pizza 
for  only  four  or  five  minutes  di- 
rectly on  the  bricks  in  the  700  de- 
gree special  oven,  he  says  the 
hime  version  can  be  baked  in  a 
pan  in  a 500-degree  oven  eight  to 
10  minutes. 

Avoid  overbaking  and  take  the 
pizza  out  as  soon  as  it  is  golden 
brown  and  juicy  on  top. 


HERE’S  THE  Criscuolos’  sug» 
gestion  for  a topping.  Start  with 
a No.  2 can  of  solid  pack  tom* 
atoes  and  season  with  salt  and 
pepper  to  taste.  Then  add  a pinch 
of  fresh  basil. 

Spread  this  over  the  dough, 
then  add  shredded  mozzarella 
cheese,  mushrooms,  salami  or  It- 
alian sausage  or  anchovies.  Sprii> 
kle  with  Parmesan  and  bake. 

Cut  in  pie-shaped  wedges  and 
serve  piping  hot.

Businesswoman  Follows  ’ Stick-to-it  Formula 


DALLAS,  Tex.  — (INS)  — Women  make 
better  executives  than  men  because  they  are 
able  to  do  half  a dozen  things  at  a time  with- 
out getting  rattled. 

So  says  a woman  executive,  Bank  Pres- 
ident Maurine  Jacobs  of  Dallas. 

“Women  have  greater  dexterity  and  a nat- 
ural ability  to  cope  with  many  problems — just 
like  a housewife,’  explains  Miss  Jacobs,  who 
at  43  is  president  of  the  National  Bank  of 
Commerce,  Dallas’  oldest  bank,  which  she 
joined  24  years  ago  as  a secretary. 

THIRD  PRESIDENT  of  the  80-year  old 
bank,  she  was  elected  last  year  at  the  death 
of  J.  B.  Aaoue,  Jr.,  son  of  a co-founder. 

“Stick-to-it-iveness’ ’ is  her  formula  and  her 
advice  to  career  women — and  men.  She  de- 
rides “flitting  about  from  one  job  to  another.” 

“Miss  J.,”  as  she  is  affectionately  known  to 
her  50-odd  employes,  is  an  attractive  blonde 
who  talks  about  the  banking  business  as  freely 
as  most  women  talk  about  their  favorite  rec- 
ipes. 

Her  first  year  as  president  “really  hasn’t 
been  much  change,’  ’she  admits,  “because  I had 
been  running  the  bank  since  1948  as  vice  pres- 
ident, cashier  and  general  manager. 

But  some  very  funny  things  have  hap- 
pened when  customers  found  a woman 


where  they  had  expected  to  find  a man. 

“I’m  blessed — or  unblessed,’  she  explained 
“with  a deep  voice,  especially  so  on  the  tele- 
phone, and  people  are  shocked  when  they  come 
into  the  bank  and  find  me  behind  the  desk. 

“I  get  lots  of  mail  addressed  to  ‘Mr.  Mau- 
rice Jacobs’.” 

Being  a woman  has  not  hindered  her  posi- 
tion she  feels  because  like  most  female  execu- 
tives I forget  I am  a woman  when  I have  a 
job  to  do.  But  the  customers  never  forget  it 
and  seem  to  like  to  refer  to  their  ‘lady  bank 
president’.” 

SHE  WORKED  her  first  four  days  at  the 
bank  in  1933  for  no  pay  “because  I was  not 
sure  I could  handle  it”  but  now  she  admits  her 
compensation  is  probably  better  than  that  of 
most  women  executives. 

The  diference  in  salaries  for  men  and  wo- 
men executives  is  justifiable  in  most  cases, 
she  believes,  because  “a  man  is  usually  head 
of  a family  and  has  many  more  financial  res- 
ponsibilities.” 

“I  am  not  expected  to  entertain  lavishly,” 
she  pointed  out,  and  when  I go  to  lunch 
with  a man  he  always  pays  the  check.” 

Entertaining  for  the  lady  bank  president; 
is  “usually  spur  of  the  moment  on  one  of  those  : 
rare,  delicious  evenings  when  I am  free  from 
civic  and  hankinc  duties.”

1 package  lemon  gelatin 
1 cup  boiling  water 
% cup  cold  water 
1 tablespoon  vinegar 
1 y,  cups  cottage  cheese 
(I  12-oz.  pkg.) 

I teasi>oon  salt 
14  cup  mayonnaise 
y2  cup  salted  almonds, 
chopped. 

Dissolve  the  gelatin  in  the  boil- 
ing water.  Add  cold  water.  Mix 
in  well  the  vinegar,  salt,  cottage 
cheese,  mayonnaise,  and  chopped 
almonds.  Place  in  the  refrigerator 
to  slightly  stiffen.  When  the 
peach  layer  has  set  sufficiently 
to  hold  the  second  layer,  pour  the 
cottage  cheese  mixture  on  top  of 
it.  Chill  until  firm.
